The Growth of Brook Trout 


Fastest growing brook trout, ac- 
cording to a survey completed by the 
institute for fisheries research of the 
conservation department, are ‘to be 
found in East Fish ‘lake, Montmor- 
ency county, Lake Superior; North 
branch of Au Sable river, Crawford; 
and ‘in the Pine river, Lake county. 

‘Little average differences in grow- 
th rates were noted between lakes 
and streams due to the extreme range 
of growth found in both types of wat- 
er. Examples of slow growth. rate 
were evidenced in Gangle lake ‘and 
headwater . tributaries “of the East 
branch .of. the Black river, both . in 
Montmorency county. 

The survey showed: no growth rate 
differences ¢xisted between upper 
peninsula Jakes and. .streams ‘and 
those of the lower peninsula. : 

With a sampling from 28 lakes and 


44 streams, the research workers re- | 


ported that one-year-old brook -trout 
averaged 3.3 inches: in. length; two- 


: year-olds, 6.9 inhes; three-year-olds, 
8.5 inhes; and - four-year-olds, 10.9}. 


inhes. Brook trout five years of age 
measured 18.7 inches while six-year- 
olds were recorded as eversging 15.8 
inches, - ;

ment these days with the purpose. of 
‘cooking to save vitamins. 
-A few suggestions from Pauline 
‘Paul, ‘foods researcher at Michigan 
State college may.help .you decide 
what equipment you need to cook ef- 
ficiently. 

Nutritive value is not the only im- 
portant factor in cooking. If your 
fresh or frozen peas turn out olive 
green and mushy and no one eats 


vitamins you tried so hard to save. 
There are two ways to lose vita- 
mins from food. One is to leave food 
exposed too long to air or heat. The 
other way is to allow them to.dissolve 
in too much cooking water and then 
to throw the water down the drain. 
So there are three points to .con- 
sider to save 


time, at the lowest possible tempera- 
ture and with the least water. Again 
you have to consider the food to be 
cooked, * ; 

If. you cook strong flavored vege- 
tables like onions, broccoli and ruta- 
bagas in too small amount.of water 
they will be too: strongly. flavored. 


More water will prevent it, If youl. 


cook peas in a closed dish. they will 
turn olive green, 

- Good flavor is important in foods 
you. serve ‘your family. Only by eat- 


ing the food because it. is tasty and]... 


attractive can they get any. vitamins 
at all. 


good heavy. pans. You'can cook. with 
water and good pans will have tight 
lids. Their. construction will be better. 
Remember ‘the time, temperature, 
‘water and flavor factors and. choose 
your. cooking equipment acordingly. 
Probably noone kind. of: equipment 
will suit all your cooking needs.

The plane has no brakes. Take-off, 
flight. and landing. must be done 
within the length of a single run- 
way until the machine can be ma- 
neuvered for a circuilt of the field.

old age insurance—take 1 per cent.or 
$30 a year.-The “bite” on the regular 
paycheck. is small: 

‘Beginning July 1, 1949, if Congress 
approves expanded ‘social security for 
everyone, his paycheck deduction will 
more than doubled, from $30 to:$67.- 
60, an increase of $37.50. If. the em- 
ployee earns $4,800 or more, his pay- 
roll taxes would total $108. The em- 
ployer would © pay a like: amount, 
$67.50 or $108 depending: on the em- 
‘ployee’ ‘Ss wage. 


If. the worker is hired by a firm 
that has less than eight -employees, 
the employer would <be called upon 
for four successive years to contrib- 
ute $157.50 for an employee earning 
$3,000 @ year, or. $252 for an em- 
ployee earning $4,800:a year, There- 
after the employment compensation 
rate: could decline te a minimum of 
1 per cent, making a total minimum 
contribution of $97.50 by the em- 
ployer. 

These taxes are accounted for by 
the following. proposed: social secur- 
ity henefits, 


Old-age insurance, now financed 
by a@ 1 per cent tax on both the em- 
ployee and employer, would rise to 
1.5 per cent on July 1, 1949. This 
tax would apply to individual income 
up to $4,800 instead of $3,000 as at 
present. Coverage would be broad- 
ened to include farmers, farm work- 
ers, small businessmen, and evep 
household help. 

Compensation for unemployment 
would be broadened to cover employ- 
ees of firms. hiring less than eight 
persons, The maximum wage to be 

taxed, would be $4,800 instead of 
$3,000 as at present. The employers’ 
payroll tax would be 3 per cent ~ 
four successive years; thereafter, 1 

percent minimum and 4 per cent 
maximum. . 

Disability (sickness) insurance 
would be financed by 0.5 per cent 
on employée and employer alike on 
the first $4,800 of income. This tax 
would increase as the program grew. 

Health insurance would begin mod- 
estly with a 0.26-percent tax on em- 
ployee and. employer 


payroll tax, levied by the federal gov- 
ernment with credits available to the 
state governments which are to ad- 
minister the benefits, would be 4.5 
per cent -of payroll income up to 
$4,800.as compared with the present 
2 per cent combined tax on incomes 
up to $3,000. ; 

The -$4,800 income worker who 
now pays $30 a year would pay $108, 
an increase of $78 a year. ‘Eventually 
the social sectrity tax: would rise to 
7% to 10 per cert oh the employee 
and also the employer. A vast. army 
of government employees would. he 
needed. ta. administer. the details. of 
such.a broad program affecting. prac- 
tically every. man, woman. and child 
in the Nation, 


‘The 1949 payroll: tax increase adda 
up to $2,000,000,000. 

. This contribution: would be’ in ad- 
dition, of course, to higher federal 
taxes ‘which’: are now forecast at 
$4,000,000,000 and higher taxes by 
the State of Michigan, 
forecast as inevitable. 

_ The above factual appraisal of our 
growing state socialism, whereby big- 
ger and better benefits are to be 
made available to the American peop- 
le, affords the readers of this colume 
an inside look at the additional taxes 
they will be called upon to pay from 
their income. The State of. Michigan 
will get increased “federal aid” for 
many social programs.
